The total number of insane persons 
reported in Indiana on September 30, 
19 08 , is 5,270. 
Of these there are 4,326 
in the four State H ospitals for the 
insane, as follows: 
C entral Hospital, 
1,8 50: Northern Hospital, 9 38 : Eastern 
Hospital. 779 , and Southern Hospital 
069 . 
There are 1,033 who are not in 
such institutions. 
Five hundred and 
forty -two of these are in county poor 
asy lums, 43 are in county jails, 337 
are on furlough from the S ta te Hos­ 
pitals and 118 are at home or with 
friends as reported by county clerk s. 
All of the four existing S ta te Hospit- ! 
als are full to their capacity , and the ' 
Central at Indianapolis, which has a 
capacity of 1,021, and 1,8 50 patients 
present, is greatly overcrowded. 
Be­ 
sides, there are reported 58 8 insane 
persorfs in the central district now 
outside the hospital. 
Add to this the 
219 in the Central Hospital above its 
capacity and we have 8 07 
patients !

Highe s t in the Ea s te rn a nd the South* 
e rn Pa rt of the Contine nt. 
Nearly every country in 
Europe 
publishes a summary of the informa­ 
tion obtained in the census of Its 
population, which is tak en every five 
or ten y ears. 
By study ing these con­ 
densed 
reports interesting compari­ 
sons as to the growth of population 
may be oblained. 
For instance, it is found that in 
proportion 
to population 
the birth 
rate is larger in eastern 
than 
in 
western Europe and in the southern 
taan in the northern part of the con­ 
tinent 
The birth rate is m o r e than twice 
as large in Russia as it is in France. 
- Normandy and the southwestern 
part of France, where the birth rate 
is lowest, the births at times fall 
as low' as fifteen to the thousand in­ 
habitants in a y ear 
But in Russia 
there are many districts, as in Oren­ 
burg. where the births are as high 
as six ty a thousand in a y ear. 
Notwithstanding the enormous emi­ 
gration from Europe in the nineteenth 
century its population now is nearly 
double what it was at the beginning 
of the century . 
It is believed that 
at the beginning of the Christian era 
there were only a few million people 
in the whole of Europe. 
It does not 
seem likely that the present rate of 
increase can continue many centuries 
to come. 
That part of Great Britain occu­ 
pied by England Is now the most 
densely peopled region in Europe. The 
crowding of so many millions to­ 
gether is at last having the effect of 
liminlshing the birth rate. 
Statis­ 
tics show that R has declined one- 
urth in the last twenty -eight y ears. 
Tr this goes on it win not he a very 
long time before the English birth 
rate is as small as that of France. 
In some parts of Germany , as in 
Berlin and the region around it, the 
birth rate is declining, but in most 
of the empire it still appears to he 
holding its own.—New York Sen.

It is a farm of 33,000,000 acres that 
up to 18 6 0 had less than 100,000 peo­ 
ple, men, women and children, with­ 
in its confines, and even as late as 
18 9 0 had barely turned the million 
mark. 
It. has come through more tribula­ 
tions than almost any State in the 
Union. 
It has had floods and winds 
and crop failures and insect plagues 
and the racking fortunes and misfor­ 
tunes of war. general and particular, 
to combat. 
There were y ears when the weak- 
kneed of its population turned from 
it, hungry and heartbroken, haggard 
and hollow ey ed, cursing its treeless 
prairies 
and 
cruel 
seasons; 
there 
were other y ears in which its bold­ 
est and most earnest picked up their 
belongings and trekked to populate 
other and newer States—Oklahoma, 
for ex ample. 
Even today its population 
down 
to the last negro roustabout or Chi­ 
nese laundry man, numbers barely a 
million and a half.

When morning dawn« a in northern 
Arkausas there was some tour inches 
of snow on the ground. 
We consid­ 
ered ourselves most fortunate in en­ 
countering the snow, something de­ 
cidedly unusual in the territory , and 
because of the increased light from 
the carpet of white we were enauled 
to make a most early start into the 
woods.

Also foun d in th e botan ical garden is 
th e “cruel plan t,” wh ich is so desig­ 
n ated because it catch es butterflies an d 
kills th em for sh eer sport. 
Its flowers 
attract th e poor little flatterer by th e 
h on ey it offers, an d wh en th e victim 
ligh ts upon it. it grabs th e butterfly by 
th e h ead, an d h olds it fast un til th e 
captive dies. 
Th en th e flower drops it 
ou tlie groun d, an d lies in wait for a 
fresh un fortun ate. 
A curious lookin g tree, from th e Isth ­ 
mus of Pan ama, bears a roun d, red 
fruit as big as an apple, wh ich h as th is 
remarkable faculty , th at its juice, rub­ 
bed on tough beef or ch icken , makes 
th e meat ten der by tlie ch emical power 
it possesses to separate th e flesh fibre.

7r another the English officer in charge became alarmed on the third day, 
and had the fakir "resu rrected,'' when he was fou nd still alive. 
A reed or 
bamboo at one corner of the grave to su pply air wou ld explain all these cases. 
The whole su bject is involved in su ch an atmosphere of mystery and "fakery 
that it is impossible to attach seriou s weight to the claims made. 
Most of the claims, both Occidental andd Oriental, to the power of exist­ 
ing for indefinite periods in this -trance-like s’eep seem to rest simply u pon 
the well known power possessed by many weakminded individu als of throw­ 
ing themselves by au to-su ggestion into a hypnotic sleep. 
In this condition, 
or awake life can. of cou rse, be easih su pported for many days, or even 
weeks, withou t food, as has been often illu strated by the feats of professional 
fasters wTho easily reach forty and even sixty days. 
It is. however, a signifi­ 
cant fact that none of these “sleeps" can be carried on in a hospital where 
the patient is u nder observation of competent and u nsympathetic nu rses. For. 
althou gh food can be done withou t, water cannot, and these sleepers will 
invariably be fou nd resorting to the water bottle and responding to the calls 
of natu re within twenty-fou r hou rs. 
In their own homes, where they can 
help themselves su rreptitiou sly to the water on the wash-stand, they may keep 
u p the farce for weeks withou t detection. 
All "sleepers 
investigated by 
physicians are fou nd to take water regu larly, and often food, and are u su ally 
c*ses of hysteria or mild insanity.—American Magazine.

And 
w-hat is still more remarkable in some 
cases w-e find plants the su bjects, so 
to speak, of a joint or dispu ted own­ 
ership. one claimant to which is the 
devil, while the other is often a canon­ 
ized saint named in the Christian cal­ 
endar. 
It is not easy for u s of the 
present age to conceive the mental 
phase which names, for example, a 
hand shaped flower after a saint or 
devil indifferently, as is the case with

the Evil One was wont to perform 
all soTts of marvels till Ou r Lady 
deprivel it of the power, whereu pon 
in impotent rage he bit it. Some of 
the devil titles dou btless date from 
the time when, as Shakespeare tells 
u s, to many plants with d decorou s 
appellation 
“liberal 
shepherds give 
a grosser name," and these can be 
fou nd 
in plenty 
in 
old 
fashioned 
herbals. 


Some plants owe their diabolic pre­ 
fix to the same moral idea that has 
been 
noticed 
in 
the 
case 
of 
the 
“devil’s apples" of the mandrake. The 
berries of the briony, for instance, 
are the devil’s cherries, and those 
of the deadly nightshade devil’s ber­ 
ries par excellence. 
Bu t it is not 
qu ite easy to u nderstand 
why the 
pretty campion shou ld be the devil’s 
flower, nor the 
ox-eyed 
daisy his 
daisy; 
still more pu zzling is it to 
accou nt 
for 
the 
garlic 
being 
hi« 
“posy,” when we call to mind the 
u niversal attribu te to the garlic ol 
hostility to the powers of evil—espxs- 
cially when manifested in the vam­ 
pire form. 
Bu t this apparent con­ 
tradiction is noticeable also in the 
case of the mystic vervain, which, 
according to some, is eminently anti- 
venefic, bu t which old Gerarde tells 
u s "the devil did reveal as a secret 
and divine medicine.” This associa­ 
tion of the vervain with diabolic ac­ 
tion reminds u s that there are nu mer­ 
ou s plants witn which “thou gh it be 
not written down" in their names, 
the devil is connected 
"'he devil 
Is said to exercise the r,t« ietesr gu ar­ 
dianship over the magical fernseed 
(which gives the p'we.* of being in­ 
visible), and the only time it can be 
obtained from his cu stody is on St. 
John’s Eve. 
Another legend has for 
its su bject the favorite sw’eetbriar, or 
eglanfine, always associated with the 
well known references to it of Shakes­ 
peare and Milton and Tennyson. The 
thorns point downward, and the r f*a 
so given is that after his fall :he 
devil essayed to clamber u p to Heav­ 
en by means of it, the eglantine th» n 
being a stately tree. 
Bu t when its 
proportions were redu ced to a bu sh, 
“ou t of spite he placed its thorns 
in their present eccentric position."

stranger 
is 
the 
cou ntryside 
legend that associates “ou r gentleman 
in black" with the blackberry. 
After 
Michaelmas 
Day—and

Styles—it Is wrong, or at least im­

Women, it is generally 
admitted, make 
admirable 
sanitary 
inspectors. 
They are commonly em­ 
ployed as administrators of private 
charity.

Edu cated
